sively in truck body construction, welding work, marking and punching steel plate, 

structural, boiler and tank work. It is also used in musical instrument making, etc., 
in connection with veneer bending and glueing forms, and in rubber and other special 
moulding operations.

Using a large clamp on relatively thin work throws 
an abnormal bending strain on both the screw and the frame. Smaller clamps will do 
such work much better. Full length screws on heavy work extend so far out from the 
clamp as to be a distinct annoyance and disadvantage. Time consumed in running 
these long screws to extreme adjustments soon amounts to as much as the value of the 
clamp. Hence we favor and recommend the short-screw design as a more efficient clamp 
for general use, and supply them unless otherwise ordered.

As compared to the relatively slow 
process of turning the screw of the ordinary clamp to the desired position this quick- 
adjustable clamp is speed indeed.

O MEET new conditions in marketing Handscrews, we have arranged to pack all 

sizes of “JORGENSEN” Handscrews one-half dozen per carton, instead of one dozen 

as formerly. This reduces costs for re-packing a larger percentage of orders, and 
facilitates the making of ‘‘full-package” sales without breaking down the base price and 
extra for broken-package lots. Extra-heavy corruguated fibre cartons, made to fit closely 
and banded with steel, have proved suitable for re-shipment intact. They keep the 
Handscrews clean and bright, are light in weight, less in bulk and easy to handle and 
stack. Detailed dimensions and shipping weight are given in the table below. 


Shipments for Export

ocean transport. However, for export, we recommend domestic packages enclosed 
in wood boxes of 34 in, smooth lumber and bound with iron box strap, holding 200 to 
400 lbs. gross weight. The gross weights and dimensions of such boxes for any given 
selection of handscrews may be fairly estimated from the weights and dimensions given 
below, with suitable additions for thickness and weight of the wood boxes. An extra 
charge is made by us for the cost of materials used in making such boxes, which will 
average $1.50 each. This method of packing makes the handscrews doubly secure, and 
upon arrival at destination the regular packages will prove ample for local distribution 
without re-packing.

N selecting goods from our catalogue, please describe them 
| exactly "as the items are described in this catalogue and quote 

the stock number also. This is very important, as we are at 
a loss to know what to ship when description is not complete or 
when terms or dimensions are given which may be applied to one 
clamp as well as another. 

There are three methods of designating the size of a Hand- 
screw for example. Should we receive an order for 6” Hand- 
screws, we might be in doubt as to whether to furnish No. 3/0 
with jaws 6” long, or No. | with 6” maximum opening, or No. 2 
with 6” "reach’’ from the point of the jaw to center screw. 

We avoid the use of the terms “‘pairs’’ in connection with 
clamps as this is often confusing. If specified on orders, however, 
we interpret a “‘pair’’ to mean one complete handscrew, or two 
complete wood or steel bar clamps. A ‘‘set” of Fixtures Only 
comprises the parts to make one complete clamp, a “‘pair’’ of 
Fixtures comprises two sets of parts, sufficient to make a “‘pair” 
of bar clamps. 

Very few repair parts for genuine “JORGENSEN” Hand- 
screws are ever required, which is saying much in their favor. 
If parts are needed, we can furnish them promptly provided the 
stock number of the clamp is designated and the parts desired 
are clearly described. Remember that the “‘middle’’ spindle is 
different from the “‘end’’ spindle, that the handles must be sup- 
plied separately and not attached to the spindles until assembly 
of the handscrew is completed, and that there are two right-hand 
and two left-hand threaded nuts in each handscrew. 

Defective clamps or parts will be replaced without charge 
if returned to us carriage charges prepaid, but we cannot accept 
responsibility for clamps damaged by abuse or ordinary wear 
and tear. 

All prices are subject to change without notice, and will 
be entered at lowest consistent price at the time order is received 
by us. We will be glad to quote net prices in advance upon re- 
ceipt of complete specifications as to what the order is to in- 
clude. Terms of payment will be given to those with approved 
commercial credit. Those without established credit should remit 
in full with order, or include at least one-third of the price of 
the clamps with their order, balance C. O. D.
